Dear Nhan Tang: 

This communication is responsive to the Notice Of Draftsperson' s Patent Drawing 
Review mailed November 29, 2005, and setting a two-month nonextendable period for reply, 
which ends on January 29, 2006. 

Please find enclosed corrected figures. It is believed that these corrected figures comply 
with the requirements for formal drawings. 

The draftsperson objected to the shading in Figures 1-2 and 4-5. These figures show 
photographs of tiles with color images embedded therein, where the shading is part of the 
original photographic image and is designed to show color or shades of black and gray. 
Applicant notes that such shading is allowed to show color in accordance with 37 CFR 1.84 (m). 
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However, in order to enhance the reproducibility of the figures, Figures 1-2 and 4-5 have been 
corrected by reproducing them in gray scale. A brief test on Applicant's copy machine 
confirmed that corrected Figures 1-2 and 4-5 had good reproducibility in accordance with 37 
CFR 1.84(1). 

The draftsperson also objected to certain line thickness and character heights in the 
Figures. Figure 3, which is not a photograph, has been corrected by a professional draftsperson. 
Figures 1, 2 and 5 contain photographic images, where part of the image consists of numbers, 
letters, or lines. The numbers, letters and lines are part of the original photographic image. The 
images in these figures have been enlarged in order to comply with the draftsperson's Notice. In 
Figure 4, the text is not part of the photographic image and has been re-typed in accordance with 
the draftsperson's Notice. Again, as noted above, a brief test by Applicant's copy machine 
confirmed good reproducibility of these five figures, including the letters, numbers and lines that 
are part of the photographic images, in accordance with 37 CFR 1.84(1). 

Applicant respectfully requests that the Figures be accepted. If the draftsperson has any 
concerns, Applicant requests that the Examiner call the undersigned at 608-218-6900 such that 
any issues can be handled on an expedited basis.
